Chester  (Chet)  L.  Krause, 
who  began  publishing  NUMISMATIC 
NEWS  from  his  mother's  kitchen 
table  in  1952,  has  been  elected 
to  the  ANA's  "Numismatic  Hall  of 
Fame"  ANA  executive  director 
Robert  J . Luever  made  the 
announcement  as  the  Association's 
convention  banquet  drew  to  a 
close  on  August  25  in  Seattle. 

Election  to  the  Hall  of  Fame 
takes  place  every  other  year 
following  member  nominations  and 
detailed  review  by  the  ANA  board 
of  governors . Krause  joins 
approximately  60  previous  Hall  of 
Famers . 


This  is  not  the  first  time 
that  the  ANA  has  honored  Chet 
Krause.  He  received  the  Medal  of 
Merit  in  1967  and  the  Farran 
Zerbe  Award  in  1977.  The  1986 
ANA  Convention  medal,  for  the 
Milwaukee  show,  depicts  Krause  as 
well  as  two  other  noted  Wisconsin 
numismatists,  H.O.  Granberg  and 
Dick  Yeoman.  Chet  was  credited 
with  creation  of  the  "first 
regular  and  accurate  coin  pricing- 
guide  " which  has  evolved  into  the 
weekly  Coin  Market  section  in 
NUMISMATIC  NEWS. 

In  addition,  Leuver  pointed 
out , Chet  was  a Leader  in 
bringing  hobby  views  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  testifying 
before  Congress  on  behalf  of  coin 
collecting  at  every  opportunity. 

Born  in  1923  five  miles  from 
his  current  office,  Chet,  began 
collecting  coins  like  most  youth 
of  his  era.  One  of  his  relation 
gave  him  a penny  board  in  the 
1930's  and  he  started  filling  the 
holes . 

However,  it  was  a neighbor, 
a veteran  of  the  Spanish-American 
War , who  really  generated  Chet ' s 
enthusiasm  for  collecting.  Chet 
collected  stamps,  but  when  the 
family  hone  burned  in  1940,  his 
stamp  collection  went  up  in 
flames,  while  his  coin  collection 
remained  intact. 

Following  World  War  II, 
during  which  Chet  fought  in  the 
Battle  of  the  Bulge , he  expanded 
his  collecting  interests.

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His  first  real  experience 
with  world  coins  came  during  the 
war , when  he  brought  sane  coins 
back  with  him  from  Europe.  His 
older  brother  also  brought  sane 
coins  back  fron  the  South 
Pacific. 

Following  the  war,  he  bacame 
a carpenter  and  "Jack  of  all 
trades".  In  1952,  he  started 
NUMISMATIC  NEWS  as  a way  for 
collectors  to  get  in  touch  with 
each  other  and  stay  abreast  of 
the  coin  hobby. 

"However,  I kept  "pounding 
nails"  until  1957,"  he  adds.  "At 
that  time,  I decided  that  I had 
to  do  one  or  the  other  - be  a 
carpenter  or  be  a publisher. 

It's  no  secret  that  he  chose 
the  latter , and  today  Krause 
Publications  publishes  26 
periodicals  in  the  fields  of 
numismatics,  autonobiles, 
baseball  cards,  conic  books, 
records,  toys,  firearms,  turkey 
hunting,  trapping,  Wisconsin 
agriculture  and  rural  buildings. 
"We  also  have  about  40  books  in 
print , " he  adds . 

Being  involved  in  Krause 
Publications,  Chet  had  the 
opportunity  to  own  coins  fron 
many  countries. 

"In  the  mid-1970s,  a lot  of 
countries  started  to  send  coins 
to  us,  and  we  became  the  central 
source  of  photography  for  world 
coins , " he  explains . These 
photos  and  information  became  the 
basis  for  the  company's  STANDARD 
CATALOG  OF  WORLD  COINS. 


"I  still  collect  modern 
coins  of  the  world  as  they  are 
sent  to  us,"  Chet  states.  "In 
fact,  once  or  twice  a year  I have 
to  clean  up  my  office  and 
straighten  up  the  collection,"  he 
adds  with  a laugh. 

Besides  a general  collection 
of  world  material , Chet  has 
specialization  sets  of  Canadian 
coins,  early  copper  from  the 
British  Commonwealth,  and  world 
paper  money. 

Traveling  around  the  country 
to  coin  shows  in  the  early  1950s 
exposed  Chet  to  the  world  of 
exonumia , which  held  an  almost 
immediate  fascination  for  him. 
"I  could  find  rare  bank  notes  in 
boxes  for  $2  each I"  he  exclaims. 

He  soon  began  to  specialize 
in  certain  areas  of  exonumia: 

* State  of  Wisconsin  obsolete 
bank  notes  (1836-1865). 

* State  of  Wisconsin  national 
bank  notes  (1862-1929). 

* Wisconsin  scrip. 

* Fractional  currency  (which 
provided  him  with  material  to 
write  a book  on  the  subject). 

* Wisconsin  Civil  War  tokens. 

* Hard  Times  tokens  (of  which  he 
has  154  of  the  183  types  and 
varieties  known ) . 

Chet's  collecting  interest 
extends  far  beyond  numismatics, 
however.  "Back  in  the  1960 's,  I 
acquired  two  Model  T's,  and  I 
have  been  collecting  antique 
autonobiles  ever  since,"  he 
states .

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Having  been  a "farm  boy"  who 
helped  his  father  and  brothers 
repair  farm  machinery,  as  well  as 
being  a mechanic  in  the  military, 
Chet  has  the  aptitude  to  restore 
his  vehicles,  which  he  finds  to 
be  an  enjoyable  pastime. 
Currently,  he  has  about  a dozen 
automobiles  and  is  in  the  process 
of  acquiring  some  World  War  II 
military  vehicles  and  guns  for 
his  collection. 

Asked  to  assess  the  future 
of  the  hobby  and  offer  tips  for 
collectors,  Chet  naturally  turns 
to  the  world.  "I  think  U.S. 
coins  and  paper  money  are  well- 
researched,"  he  proffers. 
"However,  there  is  still  a lot  of 
work  to  be  done  with  world  coins 
and  exonumia . " 

And  the  future? 

"I  think  people  will 
continue  to  collect  U.S.  coins, 
but  as  we  move  more  toward  a 
world  economy,  I think  there  will 
be  a growth  in  the  popularity  of 
collecting  world  coins  and 
paper,"  he  said.

QUEEN  ELIZABETH  II 
ON  CANADIAN  COINS 

PETEK  PHILLIPS  - WNWA 


YOUNG  HEAD  1953  - 1964 

The  Coronation  of  the  new 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  was  a 
highlight  of  the  British  Common- 
wealth and  Canada  in  the  1950's. 
She  succeeded  to  the  throne  on 
February  6,  1952  upon  the  death 
of  her  father,  King  George  VI. 
On  June  2,  1953,  she  was  crowned 
Queen  Elizabeth  II.  Since  George 
VI  coins  were  to  be  used  through 
1952,  new  obverse  dies  would  not 
be  required  until  1953.  This  was 
adequate  time  to  prepare  for  the 
coinage  of  the  new  reign. 

Since  an  "uncrowned" 
portrait  was  to  be  used  on  the 
new  coins  of  Canada,  the  Royal 
Mint  Advisory  Committee  under  the 
Presidency  of  his  Royal  Highness, 
the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  chose  the 
the  sculptress,  Mrs.  Mary 
Gillick  to  design  the  coin. 


The  Sculptress  (then  in  her 
seventieth  year ) was  granted  a 
personal  sitting  with  her 
Majesty.  This  enabled  an  early 
completion  of  the  obverse 
portrait . 

Producing  Canada 1 s own 
master  dies  was  a long-time  dream 
of  Dr.  J.  Bonar  (the  first  deputy 
master  of  the  Ottawa  Mint.  1907- 
1919)  and  in  1953,  Britain 
agreed.  Although  it  came  about 
40  years  late  according  to  Bonar, 
Canada  now  did  so,  direct  from 
the  artist's  model. 

When  the  new  dies  were  put 
into  coin  presses , problems 
arose.  The  relief  portrait  of 
the  Queen  was  slightly  higher 
than  the  rim,  consequently, 
harder  to  strike.  Details  in  the 
highest  areas  were  indistinct  and 
the  coin  was  difficult  to  stack. 
(Similar  problems  arose  with  the 
U.S.  1921  Peace  Dollar  and  1907 
Saint  Gaudens  $20  gold  piece). 

This  first  portrait  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  is  called  the  "Young 
Head",  the  young  Queen  being  only 
26  years  old.  It's  a tradition 
in  coinage  practice  that  the 
Royal  effigy  of  a new  sovereign 
should  face  in  the  opposite 
direction  than  was  on  the  coinage 
used  by  her  preceding  Sovereign. 
Thus,  the  profile  of  her  Majesty 
on  the  coins  is  facing  towards 
the  right. 

The  inscription  reads  from 
left  to  right  "ELIZABETH  II" 
(Latin),  OEI  GRATA  REGINA,  Which 
translated  reads  "Elizabeth  II, 
Queen,  by  the  grace  of  God". 
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The  first  obverse  has  been 
commonly  referred  to  as  the  "no 
shoulder  strap"  variety  by  many 
collectors  because  there  were 
just  2 faint  lines  indicating 
straps  to  her  gown.  These  faded 
during  striking  and  use  of  the 
coins,  much  the  same  has  happened 
on  our  own  1916  standing  liberty 
25C.  This  proved  unacceptable 
and  late  in  1953,  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  authorities  ordered 
a correction  in  the  obverse 
design . The  mint ' s chief 

engraver , Thomas  Shingles , 
skillfully  lowered  the  relief  of 
the  model  and  strengthened  the 
shoulder  and  strap,  along  with 
the  hair  detail.  The  obverse 
design  shows  Queen  Elizabeth  II 
wearing  a gown  with  a high 
neckline  and  a laurel  wreath  in 
her  hair . The  designer 1 s 

initials,  "M.G."  appear  on  the 
truncation  and  do  not  show  up  too 
well.  The  same  effigies  appear 
on  the  obverse  of  all  Canadian 
coinage  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II, 
1953  - 1964. 


On  January  2,  1965,  the 

Royal  Canadian  Mint  started 
striking  a new  design  of  her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  the 
new  effigy  of  the  Queen  being  the 
work  of  artist  and  sculpture, 
Arnold  Machin. 

In  Arnold  Machin' s design, 
he  captured  the  slightly  more 
mature  features  of  the  Queen, 
with  a more  elaborate  gown  that 
is  resting  on  the  lower  portion 
of  her  shoulder,  and  a jeweled 
tiara  replacing  the  laurel  wreath 
in  her  hair.  The  curls  in  her 
hair  cover  the  top  portion  of  her 
ear. 


This  effigy  of  her  Majesty 
occupied  a larger  area  of  the 
coin  than  was  previously  used, 
and  the  legend  was  also 
redesigned,  changing  the  Latin 
inscription  from  "Elizabeth  II 
Dei  Gratia  Regina"  to  ELIZABETH 
II  D.G.  REGINA."  Also  changed 
was  the  use  of  beads  around  the 
rim  in  place  of  the  denticles  on 
obverse  on  the  dollar  coin.

How  the  RCM  achieves  registration 


BIMETALLIC  COINS  CHALLENGES  RCM 


FROM  COIN  WORLD 


How  do  you  strike  a two-piece  bi- 
metallic coin  to  achieve  perfect  reg- 
istration, particularly  when  the  gold 
cameo  inset  does  not  extend  all  the 
way  through  the  coin  and  is  offset  to 
one  side  and  not  centered?  As  a 
stand-up  comedian  might  say,  very 
carefully.

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint's  first 
. bimetallic  coinage  presented  its 
engineering  staff  with  a multitude  of 
least  of  which  was  how  to  achieve  perfect 


The  RCM' s technical  hurdles  began  with  producing  the  planchet.  Denis 
M.  Cudahy,  director  of  operations  for  the  RCM,  said  September  15th,  that 
planchets  are  performed  to  hold  the  cameo.  The  die  for  punching  the 
planchet  from  the  coinage  strip  includes  a raised  oval  which  presses  an  oval 
shaped  recess  part  of  the  way  through  the  reverse  of  the  planchet. 

The  challenge  once  the  planchet  is  produced  is  to  align  it  on  the  die. 
so  perfect  registration  can  be  achieved.  Unlike  standard  planchets,  the; 
press  operator  cannot  just  place  the  planchet  on  the  die  and  press  the  one 
button.  But  the  operator  also  cannot  see  the  reverse  die  (in  this  case,  the 
upper  die ) . 

Canada's  new  $20  coins  commemorating  50  years  of  powered  flight  in 
Canada  are  different.  A gold-plated  .925  fine  silver  cameo  is  inserted  into 
a recess  in  the  reverse  of  the  .925  fine  silver  planchet.  When  the  coin  is 
struck,  the  cameo  is  bonded  with  the  planchet  to  become  one  piece  of  metal. 

The  bimetallic  concept  was  devised  first,  before  the  selection  of  the 
RCM' s flight  series  as  the  first  coins  to  feature  the  new  bimetallic 
designs.  The  RCM  marketing  department  wanted  to  do  something  different,  anc 
the  engineering  staff  devised  the  concept  used  for  the  flight  series  coins. 
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Cudahy  said  the  Mint  solved  the  registration  problem  by  placing  two 
registration  lines  on  the  collar  surrounding  the  lower  die.  The  planchets 
;ere  also  produced  with  two  small  orientation  marks,  one  raised  and  one 
sunken . The  press  operator  places  the  planchet  on  the  die  and  aligns  the 
)rientation  marks  on  the  planchet  with  the  registration  lines  on  the  collar 
' see  accompanying  graphic ) . 

After  this  is  done,  the  press  operator  then  places  by  hand  the  0.8-gram 
pld-plated  cameo  into  the  recess  on  the  planchet.  The  press  is  then 
rriggered,  the  planchet  struck  twice,  and  the  cameo  and  planchet  are  bonded 
:ogether.  At  the  same  time,  Cudahy  said,  the  orientation  marks  on  the 
ILanchet  are  obliterated. 

Cudahy  credits  the  appearance  of  the  coins  and  the  perfect  registration 
,o  the  skills  of  the  press  operator  and  the  press  setup  artist,  both  of  whom 
ie  said  have  a "fine  touch". 


CASE  A CHALLENGE,  TOO 

The  devising  of  a bimetallic  coin  was  not  the  only  challenge  faced  by 
<CM  officials  and  technicians  for  the  Mint's  flight  series.  A special  case 
d_th  flight  characteristics  was  devised  as  well. 

A propeller  at  the  center  of  the  lid  was  changed  after  aviation  experts 
examining  prototypes  said  the  pitch  of  the  prop  and  propeller  spinner  were 
X)th  wrong. 

The  designing  of  the  case  was  a six-month  job,  according  to  Cudahy. 
Sven  the  hinge  and  stainless  steel  rivets  used  to  join  the  lid  to  case  were 
carefully  engineered,  he  said. 

The  whole  packaging  concept  was  designed  to  convey  a sense  of  aviation 
listory.  The  cardboard  box  in  which  the  aluminum  case  is  held  is  covered  in 
iluminum-colored  foil  paper  impressed  with  aircraft  silhouettes.  The  inside 
)f  the  cardboard  cover  is  air  force  blue,  as  is  the  cushioning  inside  the 
iluminum  case.  The  hole  for  the  coin  is  designed  to  permit  the  owner  to 
remove  the  coin  easily,  by  pressing  down  on  the  top  of  the  plastic  holder. 

Each  individual  coin  is  housed  in  its  own  aluminum  case.  Purchasers  of 
rhe  10-coin  set  will  receive  an  aluminum  case  of  the  same  design  to  hold  all 
LO  pieces. 

Also  new  to  the  RCM  was  the  edge  design  used  on  the  flight  series 
roins . The  coin  bears  an  interrupted  reeded  and  smooth  edge.  The  edge 
device  is  applied  at  the  moment  of  striking  by  the  collar.  On  some  previous 
lanadian  coins  bearing  a lettered  edge,  the  edge  device  is  applied  in  a 
separate  operation  from  the  striking.

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  in 
f'innepeg  unveiled  the  new  design 
t a special  striking  ceremony  on 
une  26,  1989.  This  new  design 
an  be  called  "made  in  Canada,  by 
Canadian".  The  die  is  the  work 
>f  Dora  de  Pedery-Hunt:  a well- 
iiown  Canadian  sculptress 
ind  engraver,  (see  note  below). 

She  has  captured  the  more 
tature  facial  features  of  the 
)ueen  (the  Queen's  age  is  63  now 
ind  the  new  portrait  shows  a 
laturing  of  25  years).  This 
lesign  still  has  the  Queen  facing 
right  as  she  has  in  all  of 
; Canada's  coinage  during  her 
reign.  Only  the  legend  of  the 
jarlier  Arnold  Machin  design  is 
jnchanged  on  the  new  die  with 
Elizabeth  II  around  the  left  rim 
md  D.G.  Regina  around  the  right 
:im  of  the  new  coinage. 

The  hair  style  is  updated 
and  covers  the  whole  ear  with 


only  the  diamond  teardrop  earring 
showing.  The  Queen  is  wearing  a 
diamond  crown  or  diadem, 
decorated  with  symbolic  roses,  a 
shamrock  and  a thistle.  This 
crown  was  first  made  for  King 
George  IV  and  worn  by  Queen 
Victoria  for  many  of  her  formal 
portraits.  Queen  Elizabeth  II 
still  wears  this  crown  for  the 
opening  of  Parliament  and  when 
posing  for  postage  stamps. 

Five  generations  of  the 
Royal  family  have  worn  the 
diamond  necklace,  now  worn  by  the 
Queen.  It  was  made  for  Queen 
Victoria  from  stones  weighing  a 
staggering  161  carats,  the 
diamonds  being  taken  from  a 
Garter  Badge  and  a ceremonial 
sword.  The  detachable  diamond 
drop  was  originally  part  of  the 
"Trimur  Ruby  Necklace"  and  later 
was  used  in  the  Queen  Mother 1 s 
crown. 

NOTE:  The  previous  designs 
were  by  Mary  Gillick  (1953- 
1964)  and  Arnold  Machin  (1965- 
1989).  Both  artists  were  British 
citizens.  Mrs.  Dora  de  Pedery- 
Hunt  was  born  in  Hungary  in  1913, 
graduated  from  Budapest  Royal 
School  of  Applied  Arts  and 
emigrated  to  Canada  in  1948.

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A 1950  NICKEL  STORY 

It  seems  almost  everyone  has 
a story  about  those  1950-D 
nickels,  let  me  tell  you  mine. 

First  of  all,  a large 
portion  of  1950-D  nickels  were 
sent  out  to  an  Eastern  Bank. 
Whoever  was  in  charge  of  handling 
these  coins  must  have  known  they 
had  something  good  going , and 
sent  out  seme  "signals".  John,  a 
local  Portage  boy  received  the 
signal,  and  being  no  fool,  bought 
all  they  could  supply  him  with  at 
the  time  for  $5.00  to  $6.00  a 
roll,  until  He  had  over  600 
rolls. 

One  day  as  we  visited, 
John  asked  me  if  I would  want  to 
buy  20  rolls  of  the  50-D's  at

their  pinnacle  of  what  I recall 
as  $800.00  per  roll.  So,  you  can 
plainly  see  who  was  the  fooli 

John  was  never  known  for 
spending  any  money  foolishly,  so 
instead  of  a safe  deposit  box,  he 
put  the  50-D's  along  with  other 
coins  in  an  old  military  foot 
locker  that  he  kept  at  his 

fathers  house  on  our  end  of  town. 
Well,  his  fathers  house  caught  on 
fire,  and  in  their  haste  to  save 
what  they  could,  they  moved  as 
much  as  possible  out  until  they 
got  to  the  foot  locker  stored 
under  the  stairs.  One  fireman 
couldn't  get  it  out  alone,  and 
there  wasn't  enough  rcon  for  two 
to  retrieve  itl  Luckily  they  were 
able  to  put  out  the  fire  before 
much  harm  was  done ! ! ( the  price 


would  have  gone  up  had  these  600 
rolls  burned ! ) The  house  is 
still  standing,  and  the  hoard 
is  still  intact!  But  there  is 
more  to  come! 

We  were  on  our  way  to 
Southern  Minnesota  to  visit  my 
wife's  heme  town,  and  had  to  pass 
thru  Austin,  so  we  decided  to 
stop  and  visit  my  old  boss,  who 
was  the  roundhouse  foreman  for 
the  Milwaukee  Road  in  Austin. 
Also  in  Austin  was  an  old 
correspondent,  Danny,  whan  1 
decided  to  look  up.  Of  course  I 
couldn't  restrain  telling  Danny., 
about  the  1950-D  nickels,  and  He: 
really  picked  up  his  ears  and. 
pressed  me  for  everything  I could 
tell  him. 

Danny  told  his  friend  Dick 
who  was  a big  wheel  in  the  Twin: 
Cities  Coin  Club,  and  Dick  set: 
out  to  have  me  get  an  appointment 
with  John  to  discuss  the  purchase 
of  the  hoard.  The  idea  was  to 
pool  money  and  speculate  with  the. 
600  rolls  of  1950-D' s. 

When  the  three  of  us , 
Danny,  Dick  and  I got  together, 
Dick  made  John  an  offer,  but  John 
turned  him  down  flat!  When  John 
said  no,  I couldn't  believe  it! 
Later  when  we  were  alone,  I had  a 
chance  to  ask  John,  "Why  didn't 
you  capitalize  on  your' 
investment?"  NOW  HEAR  THIS! 

John  said  he  didn ' t want  to  pay 
the  money  out  on  a capital  gains 
tax!  Now,  there  is  something  to 

ponder,  who  said  life  is  dull?
